ilie society has about fifty members, OambodiaYis, Laotians, and Vietnamese, 
the majority of vdiom recently arrived in Ohantaburi from northern Thailand, 
Only a feav of the members are longtiiae residents of Chantaburi, Members 
of the Tain Tni Dang earn their livelihood by siiiuggling Idiaki cloth, food, 
sapphires, and possibly arms, botv/een Cambodia and Thailand^
